There Is no assurance of 
cure from the operation, although It 
may be the very thing needed. It is 
at besi a gamble In such a case as 
you describe. At any rate, postural 
treatment, abdominal breathing and 
massage, perhaps abdominal support, 
and a reasonable course of rest cure 
might be worth while before undergo- 
ing c-peration. The X-ray is a useful 
aid in diagnosing, but In itself, I think, 
should never warrant operation. Mnnv 
individuals have a stomach which sags 
into tne pelvis, yet experience no ill 
effects. That condition is like eye- 
strain; in weak individuals slight re- 
fractive errors may give rise to svmp- 
toms, whereas in stronger individuals 
no symptoms are felt from such de- 
fects cf vision—indeed, practically all 
eyes 
show refractive error when 
tested.
